[)iicntlyroad of wonderful feats 
and marvelous doings of ants in foreign 
countries, little thinking that the ants 


i;-flC:6arown country perform quito'M re- 
markable exploits. Wo have in 'the 
Northern States two species of slavo- 
rnakiiig, two leaf-cutting and several 
tiftrpentor ante, with very interesting 
habits, und also harvesting ants, that 
collect and store seeds. The slave-mak- 
ing ants (formica sanguined) not only 
S»ko;f5»uRP«» neighboring tribes and 
capture the young, which they rear as 
slaves, but they do many other things 
quite as wonderful, which seem to Indi- 
cate .that they have a language and n 
system ol government or laws regiilat- 
n/t the: community. 


My observations were made on the 


nave-making ants in a grove which snr-

Tho slaves did not 
return home, but kept steadily at work. 
while the masters were constantly go- 
ing back and forth. Tho colony had 
also another .species of slave—the 
brown ant (Formica schaufussii), which 
still remained at homo, bringing in 
food for the community and nnrsinn- 
the young. Not one of these slaves, as 
BUT as I could see, was engaged at the 
new home. 


On the 12th of June, eight days after 
I first observed tho move, the building 
had progressed sufficiently to admit the 
vouog into the newly-constructed cham- 
fflPt ^fe?ibW Porters formed an un- 
nroken line from the old to the new 
home, each carrying a largo chrysalis, 
which contained a winged individual. 
Where chrysalids wero larger and heav- 
ier than the porters who bore them, 
they contained tho future queens and 
males, which in due time would swarm 
and leave tho colony. The masters as 
well as the slaves wero engaged in the 
transportation. A large force of blacks 
was also atill engaged m mining.

On the following day very few chrys- 
alidfl were carried, but the mining

Some ol tho masters had now 
taken hold, and were workinw as vigor- 
ously as the slaves.

busy workers. '£he sudden ilood of light 
causodgront consternation among them: 
they liastily'disappearofl to tho rooms 
below through two wide cnti-anoes which 
they had opened since tho frame was 
placed. They had divided the largo 
space into, two rooms, with a slight par- 
tition between and a door leadm" into 
each room. \ Tho ground had boon lev- 
eled and smoothed and slightly scooped 
oufc • Many of tho workers came to tiro 
doors, put their heads out and hastened 
back as If afraid. I had disarranged 
nono?.of their work, having simply 
raised tho cover, but they seemed to bo 
unable to comprehend tho unusual 
light, and 
wore frightened at. tho 


strangeness :of the sudden exposure. 
Two of the blacks, more courageous 
than their comrades, resumed work. 
They scraped the earth with their feet 
and rolled it In n, lump, then took it iu 
their mandibles and carried it to tho 
edge of the frame and dropped it. 
I carefully excluded the light and loft 


thorn iu peace until the next day, when 
I again raised the cover and found the 
inside of the frame nearly tilled with 
chrysalids.

seized tho inhabitants; they rushed 
from the galleries, seized tho chrysa- 
lids and can-ied thorn below. I soon

innmber.of masters and slaves wero now 
constantly outside of tho frame, walk- 
ing over and around It us if on guard,' 
so that I was obliged to raise tho 
cover very quickly to avoid being! at- 
tacked by tho furious creatures. As I 
laid tho cloths back they rushed upon it 
and bit it, as if chastising tho author of 
the mischief. 


On tho 2Dth of June tho chrysalids 


had disappeared and tho interior of tho 
frame was swarming with winged indi- 
viduals. Tho workers were still ex- 
cited; when I raised tho cover, they 
laid hold of tho young queens and 
males by tho antenna', or log and hur- 
ried them below. The entrances were 
soon blocked by tho panic-stricken in- 
habitants, and tho wildest confusion 
prevailed.

Both masters and slaves exercised 
great care over tho winged gentry. If 
the young queens or males wandered out- 
side of tho frame, they wore immediately 
conducted back by tho vigilant guard. 
This state of affairs continued until the 
Cth of July, when I found that a great 
change had been wrought in thcappdar- 
and of the interior; not a winged individ- 
ual was to be seen. The rooms had been 
swept and garnished, and all the debris, 
was piled iu ono corner. About a hand-' 
ful of larvro and pupa; of future workers 
occupied a portion of ono of tho rooms. 
The debris consisted mostly of empty 
cocoons and tho wings pf tho recent oc- 
cupants. Tho slave-makers arc not noc- 
turnal in their habits, and yet tho 
winged members took thoir ilight alllt- 
tle after sundown, between seven and 
eight o'clock.

Their wings were now removed, 
and henceforth they remained within 
tho formicary, taking no part in tho 
wars or work of tho colony, but were 
fed and tended by tho slaves.

males flow with the queens, but after 
their flight tho workers paid no atten- 
tion to these helpless, nomeless wan- 
derers, passing them with tho utmost 
indifference, but eagerly seizing a qiteen 
and hurrying her back to the formicary. 


On the morning of tho 7th of July— 


tho winged members of tho colony ; be- 
ing disposed of—a now movement was 
evidently on foot. Tho masters wore 
forming in line and marching to battle. 
No blacks were to be seen in this line. 
Tho chivalrous slave-owners did 'not 
allow their captives to participate in 
tho wars and invasions upon other/ 
tribes, although but a few da3's tare/ 
vlous, when tho move was made, f th«k 
blacks had kept in tho lino and made as 
good porters as their masters. The 
war-path was about six inches in widths 
and extended seventy feet to a colony 
of blacks, whore the vast nrmy halted 
and was soon engaged in conflict. Their 
wars with other tribes I will not dwell 
upon, as they have been fully discussed 
elsewhere. Observers are divided in 
opinion with regard to tho primary ob- 
ject which the slave-makers have >in 
capturing so manv blacks. Some in- 
cline to the belief that the ants are cap- 
tured for food, and that those not oaten 
are reared as slaves. 
• 


The invaders, after a successful 'bat- 


tle, returned homo with the spoils and 
remained closely housed for two or 
throe days; it was easy to imagine that 
a groat feast was going on in thenr dor- 
ground rooms. While tho ants were 
thus housed tho slaves did not movd any 
of the larva) or pupro which thoir mas- 
ters had been bringing in to tho nursery 
above; but as soon, as the warriors again 
formed in lino and marched to battle, 
the slaves became very active. Some 
carried out tho dobris that was piled in 
the corner of the nursery and deposited 
it at tho foot of the hill. Others broiught 
up pup® and larvro and placed thorn in 
the warm nursery; but the number 
brought up bore no comparison tot tho 
great amount that had been carried be- 
low, if all tho pupaa and larvao were 
reared that were carried home during 
tho five or six, weeks that these wars 
continued, there ought to have been ten 
•or a dozen blacks -to one red master, 
whereas there aeemod to ,be fully as 
many masters as slaves.

-On the other hand, I have seen some 
things which make it doubtful if the 
holpTes* young ate eaton.- Tho! first 
colony of blacks that woro attacked this 
season had their upper nursery arrang- 
ed benoath a board, which 1; eouldlroiae 
and thus have a good view of their 
young.

.One of tho most remarkable instances 
that I ever observed of the cunning and 
sagacity of tho slave-makers happened 
in tho early part of August. For thteo 
days they had been engaged in battle 
with a large colony of blacks over a 
hundred feet from homo. On the after- 
noon of the third day tho spoils wore all 
taken, and most of tho soldiers wero Ire- 
turning 
homeward 
empty - handed. 


When about half way, a largo detach- 
ment branched off, crossed tho carriage- 
drive, and marched directly to another 
largo colony, situated benoath an oal? on 
tho highest groutid in tho grove. 'The 
formicary extended over several square 
foot, and hnd many entrances. The 
panic-stricken blacks, Instead ol facing 
tho enemy, (led in all directions, miny 
of thorn carrying young ants, and others 
pupjc. But tho army of the invaders 
camp thick and fast, and soon spread 
over the entire formicary. Some wjero 
stationed at tho openings, while others 
passed within, and now each black that 
attempted to escape with a pupa-or 
young ant was immediately seized iind 
tho young wrested from it. The "in- 
vaders, instead of returning homo vjith 
tho booty, carried It back into the for- 
micary. This unusual proceeding cira- 
tinuedfor about an hour. Tho adult 
blacks wero driven out. Tho invaders 
had resolved to retain this eligible situa- 
tion and make It their future homo, i A 
large number of them returned to the 
old homo, and each seized a elavo and 
carried it to tho captured homo of the 
blacks. They seemed to bo in too much 
haste to spend time in making the slaves 
comprehend this now move. ^Tho,3ln.vos 
crouched before thoir masters and rolled 
themselves in a ball, ready to bo dai> 
ried. In this position they were trans- 
ported as cosilv as a pupa or larva. The 
transported slaves began at onco • to 
close the numerous entrances leading 
to tho chambers of their vanquished 
relatives. 
: 


As darkness approached all labor 
ceased. The divided inhabitants took 
their repose in both formicaries. Tho 
following morning by eight o'clock they 
were out in full forco. Tho lino ex- 
tended from ono formicary to tho other 
—an unbroken column sixty feet' in 
length and from six to eight inches In 
width. All the invaders that were jo- 
ins' toward tho captured home were 
laden with burdens. Some were carry- 
ing young slaves, others pupto and co- 
coons, and a largo number of queens 
wore being transported, which by this 
timo had become willing members of 
tho community, and no longer had to 
bo dragged by tho antennte or logs, but 
were rolled in balls and carried 'in the 
strong mandibles of tho porters. Some 
of tho slaves were still carried, but 
most of them seemed by this tlmq to 
understand what was going on, and 
wero in the lino carrying Durdens. But 
I saw very few on the return line; ap- 
parently tho command had been given 
for the slaves to remain at tho captured 
homo and close tho numerous doors 
and make tho necessary changes in the 
interior to suit thoir masters. The 
movo was completed in loss than three 
days, as in this case they had littlo or 
no mining to retard them.. : 


Tho poor, homeless blacks that had 


been driven out mostly congregated 
about twenty foot distant under a tree, 
and had secreted their young beneath 
fallen- leaves. It was pitiful to see a 
small detachment start out to recon- 
uolter their late 
home- . They ap- 


proached with groat caution, and, hav- 
ing discovered tho state of affairs, hast- 
oaecl buck. If one was caught by tho 
outside guard ho was almost sure to bo 
killed. 
, Usually, when tho blacks have been 
driven from home, they return ns soon 
as the invaders cease tho attack. So 
/this colony remained.huddled together 
for several days, as If waiting tor the 
enemy to leave. At last, becoming satis- 
fled that they did not intend to leave, 
the blacks ttbved about thirty feet 
^farther 'and commenced mining into 
oho of their old deserted formicaries. 
'.After the invaders were well settled 
in. their conquered home, I noticed 
some singular-looking ante which had 
been left in the'old formicary. Bringing 
my ions to aid me, I found that these 
ants—both masters and slaves—were 
covered with parasites. Aslnglo speci- 
men looked liko,a mere speck,'scarcely 
visible to tho Unassisted eye, but so 
numerous woro they on many of the 
ants that It gave them the appearance 
of being covered with white fungus. 
I 


supplied them with sugar and honey, of 
which the slaves partook freely and 
with which they fed 
the infested 
masters. Tho war spirit was not yet 
quenched in these reel marauders. They 
walked about with extended mandibles, 
ready to fight whatever might como in 
their way. They attacked the flies and 
bees that woro attracted to the honey as 
fiercely as ever. 


While I was watching these ants and 


wondering at their sagacity, my atten- 
tion was attracted to two ants ap- 
proaohinEf the old home: they were both 
•love-makers, and. one was walking 
backward ancl loading tho other by the 
tip of the nntennnj, as If afraid of ;con- 
taminatlon. Sho led her up tho little 
hillock and loft her near the! door. Tho 
ant thus left'was Infested! with nfew 
parasites, not visiblo without the aid of 
the lens.. She made no attempt to re- 
turn with her conductor, and soon dis- 
pearod within what had now become a 
lazaretto,

My attention was now wholly direct- 
ed to the conductor, who had started 
toward homo. She soon stopped to 
make her toilet—rubbing hersou on the 
ground and then standing nearly up-

After completing It to her satisfaction, 
she soon reached tho outer boundaries 
of home, where sho was stopped, first 
by--oniq"mn)fr|th6n another of nor 'com- 
rades.'' fn some' instances' -they held 
their antenna? together for the space of 
a minute or two, as if conversing; 
other* merely touched tho antennas and 
possed.nkmg. Having satisfied them 
that;.ano, was all right, she Wag soon 
mingling with the rest unchallenged. 
'WI/returned.to the lazaretto and picked 
nna good many of the infested .ants 
and dropped them in alcohol. On plac- 
ing them under the microscope I found 


in a glass jar with earth in the bottom 
three or four inches in depth. I then 
introduced twenty ants from the new 
nest, ten blacks and ten reds, entirely 
free from mites. In a little more than 
awepk every ant WAS; nearly covered 
with the parasites. '••*•'

The Cookie liur. 


This is one of tho worst woods that in- 


fcst the prairies. It is not as bad!as 
tho Canada thistle, but it is bad enough 
for all practical purposes. Although 
its seeds are not scattered -far by the 
Winds they have n variety of ways !o£ 
getting over tho ground. They attajch 
themselves to tho wool of sheep, the 
hair of cattle, horses and wild animals, 
and to tho feathers of some kinds'of 
birds. They are swept away from fields 
in floods and are carried long distances 
in streams and rivers. They will stand 
more abuse than a strav dog without 
receiving any permanent Injury. They 
cause n, largo amount of work when 
they spring up in Welds that are under 
cultivation. The presence of tho weeds 
in a grain licld causes a largo reduction 
in the crop. rThe burs in wool detract 
largely from its value. It is now af- 
firmed by many that tho young plants 
nro poisonous to stock. Mr. 
John 


Williams, of Logan, Iowa, in a local 
paper gives this testimony respecting 
them: " I came from Illinois ten years 
ago, but lived near tho Illinois bottoin, 
and one year to particular there caine 
a wonderful flood of water and ra'iajcd 
tho river until tho whole bottom \faa 
under water for five miles In width, 
and tho'cockle burs grew largely in the 
bottom and washed tho seed to she 
shore, and when the water went dofvn 
those burs camo up first, and wo fann- 
ers lot our hogs and cattle run at largo, 
and the first thing we knew they wire 
dying all along the bottom at a terrible 
rate—-hundreds. died in a few dajrs. 
When thorough investigation was moae 
it was found that .i; was tho young 
cockle bur 
that killed tho etosk. 
It is 
very poisonous. When v6ry 


young it is sweet and tender, and 
being thoTirst thing green in sight the 
.cattle and hogs cat them greedily. Our 
cattlo would como up .at night, and! in 
tho morning there would be; from thice 
to twelve dead, and some sick; 'Our 
remedy, when in time, was >hcrivy 
drenches ot melted lii.rd. On examining 
those that died their gall was generally 
largo or burstcd, and the farmers atid 
stock-men took their stock off'of flic 
bottom for about two weeks, until ve'g- 
ctation got up in good shape, and there 
Wasn't any more of tho disease." The 
wise law-makers of this State sojna 
:ears sigo sought to exterminate cockle- 
urs by directing a statute against 


th*m. , But for some reason tho weeds 
have pajd very littlo attention to! it. 
They continue to grow and multiply, 
and whan a largo crop of burs is pro< 
'.ducpd. they tako tho river route to tho 
sea-board. 
They have invaded the 


sacred soil of several States whero ;no 
unfriendly legislation exists concerning 
them, The cockle-bur will KOOQ bo; to 
the..United States what the thistle is1 to 
.Scotland—a National weed., 'Tho clllol 
dill/culty in exterminating tho pest; ties 
in tho fact that tho seed will retain iits 
vitality several years. The best way to 
eradicate it is to put tho infested ubld 
in grass and not break the sod for sev- 
eral seasons. . .This cleaning process 
should be continued till all tho fiim 
has been " under treatment." A clbsc 
lookout must then bo kept for chance 
specimens that may appear.—Chickgo 
Times.

Perhaps some of your readers and iny 


old frieuds may.be.interested,. iu a brief 
account of a "sun-dauce," .now iu pro- 
gress among the three thousand Sioux 
prisoners of war, lately sent down to us 
from posts above, and camped' under 
surveillance, about six miles from the 
post. 
• 
• 
: 


The sun-dance, it must bo premised, is 


a purely religious observance. An ador- 
ation of the Great Spirit, as represented 
iu'His visible symbol, the sun. The idea 
ot sacrificial offering, as will be perceived 
lies also at tho basis of all the ceremon- 
ies. A warrior has at some past time 
made a vow, in case the Groat Spirit 
would give him success in war. or hunt- 
ing, to do such a thing—or it may bo a 
squaw mother has entered into vow in 
order'to save her baby's life—for, strange 
as it may seem, these Hquaws are really 
affectionate mothers, and the rare occas- 
ions of tho sun dance ore the times 
when all of those vows must be ful- 
filled. 


Tho amphitheatre, as wo may call it, 


where tho ceremony is"to bo hold, is con- 
strnctcil of polos, brush, robos, canvas, 
or whatever is handiest, and closely re- 
sembles, a 
circus tent, except that 


tho spectators must sit on tbe ground, 
aud they only are sheltered, the vast in- 
terior, or ring, being open to the blazing 
sun. In the center ot the ring stands 
the sacrificial pole, crowned with a bunch 
of ''medicine," i. e,, human scuips tied 
up in a brnah, tiud dangliug by a long 
cord; from tho aumo pole haugs a well 
executed |iinago ot a buffalo. 


Tho ceremonies commence at a fow 


minutes-post noon, we, officers, citizeus, 
and liidios, who havo beeu in tho moau- 
timo curiously inspecting tho prepara- 
tions,.tho.ugh uot daring to touch auy 
thing which looked like medicine, arc 
courteously asked to step outside, where 
wo witness what may bo termed the 
Grand Parade, the solemn march of all 
the performers, numbering from eighty 
to ouo huudrod, around tho outside of 
their touts. They are naked to tho wast, 
aiid their skins are fantastically paiuted, 
their lower extremities being draped in 
gaudy colored skirts. Tho interpreter 
tells us. that they thus make women of 
themselves, in order to.humiliate them- 
selves before 
the Great Spirit. The 


grand cortege fonued.-we white specta- 
tors are permitted to follow, and seat 
ourselves moat democratically among our 
dusky brethren, wherever wo can find a 
place. The douce begins without delay. 
The tom-toms, or Indian drums, com- 
mence their monotonous boat, aud the 
old men and squaws accompany them 
with a guttural chant, occasionally varied 
by a chorus of shrill shouts. Tho dan'- 
oers incessantly eye the sun, and all of 
them hold or wear some symbol of tho 
ean, a circular mirror, or a sun cut out of 
colored paper. Each danco lasta about 
flvo minutes. The motions arc 
in- 


dulatory and 
graceful, 
and at tho 


and of each period, a short rest is given, 
during which tho dancers must remain 
stauding. The exorcises last from thirty- 
six to forty-eight hours, except that there 
may be an intermission of two or three 
hours, during tho night. Hugo kettles of 
dog-meat, and tho like, are brought in 
continually by tho squaws, but nono of 
tho performers are allowed to partake. 
They 'can only tighten their belts to 
deaden their hunger, and thrust dry sage 
brush into their mouths to allay their 
thirst; and tboy, be it remembered, be- 
gan their fast twenty-four hours before 
the dfmce. 
:, , 


Between the dances, after tho manner 


of 
all wcll-oouducted entertainments, 
other spectacles 
arc interspersed, for 


other vows ore to be fulfilled; ponies are 
led in and given away; pipes, and every- 
thing au Indian values, lavishly be- 
stowed—the giver first placing tho article 
in tho receiver's hands, then laying his 
hands upon bis heail mul passing them 
down his arms, otter the manner of o 
blessing. 
Pappooses are also brought 


in, to havo thoir ears pierced for tho re- 
ception of hugo brass rings; and these 
utter the ouly cries of pnin which greet 
our ears. 


By nine o'clock A. M. of the second 


day, the strength of the performers is 
seen to bo waning; they pant fearfully, 
and occasionally ono falls iu a swoon, 
but is 
pulled to his feet by his 


friends aa soon 
03 the 
heart re- 


sumes 
its 
action, his 
banner 
is 
thrust into his hand, aud he begins 
again. 


But, exhausted as tho performers are, 
the hardest is yet to conie, for most or 
all of them have made tho vow of torture. 
A warrior, or it may be, a squaw, coiaes 
to the pole and has innumerable bits of 
skin are rubbed against the pole, as au 
offering to the Great Spirit Another 
warrior extends himself ou tho ground, 
and the old men pinch up the flesh on 
either side of the back boue, or on both 
breasts, a knife-blade is passed through, 
sticks inserted in the wounds, a hide 
lariat passed over the sticks, and tied to 
the central polo, aud there tlio voluntary 
victim must danco aud pull till ho has 
pulled the flesh out, leaving a ghastly 
hole. All this torture, wo pale faces ore 
allowed to closely inspect, as the suffer- 
ers are very proud of their endurance. If 
a brave is not strong enough to pull him- 
self loose, he is kindly assisted by a 
friend. Fainting under tho torture is 
very common, and is esteemed no dis- 
grace; but woo betide the victim if his 
heart fail him; he ia henceforth known 
as a "squaw-nj»u," and must boar a 
squaw's burdou. To do thorn justice, 
not ono in a thousand fails, I saw oue 
hero who actually had the courage 
to 
fasten 
his 
laviats . t o 


a supple sapling, which yielded as he 
pulled, and thus his torture was prolong- 
ed for more than'an hour. 


Our interest ia enhanced as we gaze 


about, and reflect that some of the older 
ones must have been participants in tho 
Minnesota massacre of 1862, aud that by 
far the larger portion may have assist- 
ed at the defeat and death of Ouster, in 
187G. 


Occasionally there is a ludicrous inci- 


dent, as where ono of the oldest and ugli- 
est of tho squaws insists on kissing au 
embarrassed military gentleman; but for 
the most part, all is reverence aud solem- 
nity. Toward tho end of the second day, 
a fine.buffalo robe is formally presented 
to Dr. Bushnell, of the army, (whose pa- 
rents reside in Beloit) as a token of grat- 
itude for his unwearied care of their 
health, aud for his especial skill in sav- 
ing from death ono who had laid six 
weeks with a terribly shattered leg, in- 
jured by a charge of shot in a vain at- 
tempt to escape. 


This is very probably the last ceremony 
ot the kind, in which these Indians will 
be allowed to participate; and the whole 
institution will speedily disappear under 
the advancing light of civilization and 
Christianity.
